"The  coordination  group  will  begin  port

Brown  said.  "They  will  be  in  constant  com¬ 
munication  with  the  incident  command 
team  as  decisions  are  made.  There  are  still 
many  internal  logistics,  issues  I 
resolved  —  lodging,  security,  transporta¬ 
tion  and  translation  —  before  teams  can 
begin  working  on  the  ground." 

Based  on  reports  from  the  disaster 
relief  efforts  over  the  past  two  weeks, 
five  priorities  for  urgent  and  intermedi¬ 
ate  response  have  been  identified:  food 
distribution,  shelter,  water  purification, 
medical  teams  and  chaplains.
